Having thrown theſe Reflections in the Way, 
to hinder the Parties. concerned from arguing 
hereafter on full Speed, I proceed to ſome Ob-

I. Moſt of the Arguments on both Sides, diſ- 
intereſtedly confidered, are but Surmiſes, a ſort 
of Syllogittical Predictions. The Combatants 
againſt the Bill ſuggeſt Fears and diſmal Appre- 
henfions; thoſe for the Bill ply us with Hopes 
and comfortable Conſequences ; and both ſeem 
to proceed upon Probability in their Surmiſes. 
But then, we are not aware, how we ſuffer our 
Reaſon to be over-born by an improbable Fear, 
againſt a probable Hope. 

II. Hence, by irefully engaging Men by the 
ſtronger Paſſion, when this Controverſy was firſt 
ſet on Foot, the Voluntiers againſt the Bill came 
in readily, and appearing much Superior to 
their Antagoniſts in Number, triumphed with 
little Oppoſition. 

III. When the Debate was moved from the 
Coffee-Houſes to the Preſs, the Oppoſers of the 
Bill waſted the firſt Paper, and gained a ſecond 
Triumph; till the Minority thus ſhamefull 
baffled, at laſt took Courage, and made a Stand, 
with no ill Succeſs, confidering they had loſt 
_ Advantage of the firſt, and even ſecond 
ow.

The preſent Queſtion has been ſplit into ſo 
many Confiderations by both Parties, that it 
cannot clearly be decided, but by ripping it of 
leſs material Inquiries, till the principal Point 
is firſt determined, Now the principal Point to 
be conſidered is, Whether the Conſſitution will 
be endangered more manifeſtly hereafter, by 
leaving the Peerage intirely unlimited, or by 
limiting it under proper Reſtrictions? Herein 
lies the whole Streſs of the Debate; and toe avoid 
running it into a tedious Argument, and into 
Subtleties, which only perplex the Judgment, 
it is plain, That if the Crown goes on to aug- 
ment the Number of Peers, the Conſtitution 
will in a few Years more be manifeſtly indan— 
gered, if not ſubverted.

tive of the Crown, in thoſe Branches where it 
was, or moſt probable would be, abuſed. But 
thoſe Alterations generally coſt very dear before 
they were obtained. Not to go ſo far back as 
the Barons Wars; to which we owe our Magna 
Charta, I ſhall only give two or three Inſtances 
within the Memory of many Men living; one of 
which could never have been obtain'd without a 
Reſtoration; which was the Conſequence of a 
bloody Civil War; nor the others without a Re- 
volution, which alſo was occafioned by the arbi- 
trary Government of a bigotted Prince; and all 
of them are owing to the Abuſes which were 
made of the Regal Prerogative in the preceding 
Reigns. The firſt I ſhall mention is the Trien- 
nial Act, which paſt in the Reign of King Charles 
II, by which the King is obliged to hold a Par- 
liament once in three Years at leaſt, This was 
4 great Alteration of the King's Prerogative, who 
might before have call'd a Parliament, or not, 
juſt as he and his Miniſters thought fit. And 
truly, his Father, Charles I. ſeem'd to have very 
little Inclination ever to do it, could he have 
prevailed with his People, either by Perſwaſi- 
on, or Force, to ſupply him with Morey his 
own Way. This our wile Predeceſſors took care 
to prevent for. the future the very firſt Opportu- 
nity they had. 
After the Revolution, when all Men were 
turning their Heads to prevent the Neceflity of 

another, they thought the Regal Power ſtill tao 
great, with regard to holding of Parliaments ; 
and therefore paſs'd another Triennial A, of a

Theſe Inftances will be ſufficient to conviuce 
every thinking Man, That every.

Sacred and In violable; nay, that ſometimes it is 


not only expedient and adviſable to make confi- 


derable Alterations in it, but abſolutely necefary 


for the Preſervation of the Whole: Particularly 
to defend the. Liberties of the People from the 
Encroachment of the Crown, by an exorbitant 
Uſe of the Prerogative, which alone makes our 
Conſtitution valuable. I now proceed to confi- 
der thoſe Objections which are made againſt Wi 


the Expediency of ſuch an Alteration. 

Obieg. II. The next Objection is, That this 
would give too great a Power to the Peers. That 
ſo ſmall a Number might eaſily agree to over 
turn the intire Frame of Government. That 


 *twould be impoſſible for the King and Com- 


mons combined to reſiſt them. And that out of 
an Apprehenſion of Danger from the Crown, we 
poor Commoners ſhould all become Slaves to 
the Lords, and our Conſtitution would dwindle 

into an Ariltocracy. 8 
This again wants only an Explanation to 
make it appear in a very different Light. It 
ſounds very popular and plaufible, That the

Oh! but 
ve are told, when once the Lords are fure, the 
Croun cannot interpoſe by a freſh Set of Peers, 
W thoſe in Poſſeſſion will not have any Regard to 
what they may, or may not do by Law; but will 
obſtinately adhere to their own Will and Plea- 

W ſure, till they bring both King and Commons 
to comply, and ſo become our ſole Lords and

Intereſt, void of all 
Care and Concern for the Good of their Coun- 
try, in all thoſe who are {way'd by this Objecti- 
on (ingly, to oppoſe this Bill; and therefore this 
needs very little Anſwer, fince I fancy few Peo- 

le will be hardy enough to own it for their on- 

y Reaſon. The Extinction which will probably 
happen, will be ſufficient to reward thoſe who 
can poſtibly have real Merit enough to deſerve 
a Peerage: Baronies, indeed, will not be fo 
plenty, as to be laviſh'd away by the Dozen on 
thoſe, who, perhaps, pay for them ; or, becauſe 
they are grown Rich, think it beneath them to 
continue ofa Rank with thoſe, who a few Years 
fince would not have made them their Compa- 
nions.

And Areuments a= 
while they follow ſuch Meaſures which I ap- bout the Peec- 
prove, as a Whig; ſuch as tend to the Support age Bill. 
and Eſtabliſhment of our religious and civil 
Rights, ſo long I will not be aſham'd of concur- 
ring with them, without fear of being call'd a 
Tool, or a Courtier, | 

I can't leave this Head without obſerving, 
That ſhould our preſent Miniſters have an nel? 
nation to do any Thing that would not well 

ſtand the Teſt of a future Enquiry, none of thoſe 
who are Enemies to the Peerage Bill, could 
ever blame them, if they take Care, while it is 
in their Power, to provide- a ſufficient Number 
of Perſons they can confide in, to be their Judges. 
But the Fact is, that fince this Miniſtry no Peers 
have been made: Whereas, had they been able 
to obtain His Majeſty's Conſent to the Creation 
of two or three per Annum, according to the Pre- 
cedents, and yet leſs than the Proportion of their 
Predeceſſors, they might have Sd eight or 
nine more Peers already into the Upper Houſe ; 
they might ſtill proceed in the —— Courſe, 
and without giving any freſh Occaſion for Com- 
plaint, have oblig'd more of their Friends than 
they have done. This plain Piece of Juſtice is 
due to them. 

Having examined the ſeveral Objections, I 
ſhall add a very few Words, to perſwade Gen- 
tlemen to the Reaſonableneſs wo Paſſing ſuch a 
Bill, and particularly at this Time. The im- 
mediate Occaſion of this Propoſal is too freſh in 
every Man's Memory to need to be repeated. 
At the latter End of the Queen's Reign, a Mini- 
ſtry were got at the Head of Affairs, who were 
reſolved, if poſſible, to keep there at any Rate; 
though the Welfare and Liberty of their Coun- 
try, and the Proteſtant Succeſſion, ſhould be the 
Sacrifice to their Ambition. That noble Body 
of Patriots, the Peers, at that Time made a glo- 
rious Stand againſt their pernicious Defigns, and 
the Earl of 09 —— 4 himſelf might "om pro: 
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AnnoReg.VT. bably have gone the next Day to the Tower, 
with his white Staff in his Hand, had not the 

. Queen been prevailed upon to exert her un- 
bout the Peer-limited Power in an 1 Manner, by 
age Bill. creating a Dozen of Lords at a Time, to prevent 

the Cenſure of her Favourite. This had the de- 
fired the Effect, and was very near bringing all 
their other Schemes to Perfection; but Provi- 
dence interpoſed, and we are Happy. I remem- 
ber very well, how loudly we all exclaim'd 
againſt this exorbitant Power; how zealouſly 
every one reſolved to endeavour to prevent the 
like for the future, if it ſhould ever be poſſible 
to do it: But few were ſanguine enough to hope 
ever to ſee a King upon the Throne fo Good and 
Gracious as to conlent to the Remedy; much 
leſs to make an Offer Himſelf of ſo ineſt imable 
a Jewel of the Crown, ona out of Love and 
Affection to His People; and out of a Defire to 
tranſmit the Enjoyment of our civil and religious 
Liberties to our Poſterity, and to eftabliſh them 
for ever. His Majeſty, with great Reaſon, pro- 
| feſſes to value Himſelf on being the firſt who 
| has made us ſuch an Offer ; ws we may with 
very good Reaſon be afraid, that He may be the 
laſt from whom we can ever expect it. Then it 
was we firit thought of what is now brought ſo 
near to Perfection: The wiſh'd for Opportunit 
is now come, and what ſhall we ſay in e 
for our ſelves, if we refuſe to lay hold on it. 
| All that I have ſaid has been as a Commoner ; 
as one who expects to live and die ſuch ; and with 
| an earneſt Defire that that Body of Men, of which 
| I am one, may be as confiderable as they now 
have in their Power to make themſelves. The 
vaſt Number of Peers we have, and the conſtant 
| daily Additions to them, made it almoſt ſcanda- 
« lous to continue a Commoner. Every Man of a 
ö great Eſtate, however it were obtain'd, every 
0 Man who appear'd conſiderable in any Profeſſion, 
has of late Years been pretty certain, by ſome 
Means or other, of an Advancement to the Peer- 
age. The paſſing of this Bill will, I hope, 
ſtraighten the Door of the Upper Houſe, = 
make 
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make the Entrance much more difficult. This 


creaſed. This is iy Notjon, and this I am con- 
fident will be the Effect, if this Bill paſſes into 
a Law. Let who will imagine that none but the 
Lords will reap any Advantage by it, till I am 
convinced by Reaſon that it is ſo, I will venture 
to declare for one, that for the ſake of the Com- 
mons, and meerly as a Commoner, I. all give my 
Vote for the PEER AGE BILL.

This Treatiſe contains above Seventy Pages in 
Octavo, and being too long for an Abſtratt of it 
to be inſerted in this Place, I ſhall only preſent 
my Readers with the Concluſion of it, which is 
as follows:

After ſome Receſs during the Holy Days, the 
Parliament met again the 12th of January, when 
many more Petitions were read, Complaining of 
the Decay of Trade by the wear of Callicoes, Cc.

The next Day, in a Committee of the whole 
Houſe on the Supply, it was reſolv'd to grant 
the Sum of 3, 561 J. 65. 9 d. A for defraying ſe- 
veral extraordinary Expences for the Service of 
His Majeſty's Navy, and the Victualling there- 
of, for the Lear 1719. not provided for by Par- 
liament: 
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liament: Which Reſolution, being on the 16th Anno Reg. VI. 
reported, was agreed to by the Houſe. The 
next Day ſeveral other Petitions, of different 
Natures, particularly of poor inſolvent Debtors 
in Goal, were preſented to the Houſe ; and ſome 
of them were referr'd to the Committee of the 
whole Houſe. On Monday the Commons read 
ſeveral other Petitions, and then were ſent for 
up to the Houſe of Lords, where the King be- 
ing come with the uſual State, His Majeſty gave 
the Royal Aﬀent to the Act for continuing the Du- 47; 52/77, 
ties on Malt, &c. and to the Act for puniſhing Mu- : 
tiny aud Deſertion, &c. 
On the 19th, the Commons order'd that the 
Petitioners on the ſeveral Petitions relating to the 
Eaſt India Goods, and printed Linnens, which 
had been referr'd to the grand Committee, be 
heard before the ſaid Committee, if they thought 
fits but that no more than two Perſons ſhould be 
heard upon any Petition. Then Mr. Hampden 
reported the Amendments made by the Commit- 
tee of the whole Houſe, to the Bill for providing a 
publick Reward for ſuch Perſons as ſhould diſcover the 
Longitude 5 which were agreed to, and the Bill ordered 
to be ingroſs'd : But when the ſaid Bill came to be 
read the third Time (on Thurſday, January 21ſt) pin 2 the 
the Queſtion being put, That the Bill do paſs, Longitude drops 
it was carried in the Negative. 
On the 2oth ſeveral Petitions of different Na- 
ture, were read, and upon thoſe of poor Inſol- 
vent Debtors, a Bill was order'd to be brought 
in for their Relief.

N our laſt, under this Diviſion, we 
2 I had Occaſion to take up too much of 
1s the Readers Lime with our Difſen- 

tions at Home, and Controverſies, 
not only amongſt Proteſtants, but thoſe too of 


the ſame Church, and ſubordinate Denomina- 
tion. But a very ſtrange Turn of Affairs and 


Inclinations hath quite {wallow'd up ſuch De- 


bates ; inſomuch that we have little more to ob- 
ſerve upon this Head, during the preſent Peri. 
od, than the Conſequences of that Breach: be- 
tween the Proteſtants and Papiſts in the Palati- 
pate, which we gave ſome Account of in our laſt. 
We ſhall now reſume the Thread of that impor- 
tant Affair, and in the fart Place take Notice, 
That the Convent of Hamer laben, in the Princi- 
pality of Halberſtat, having been ſhut up, by 
Order of the King of pra, by Way of Repri- 
ſal for the ſeizing of the Church of the Holy 
Ghoſt at Heydelberg by the Papiſts, and other Vio- 
lences committed againſt the Proteſtants, it was 
certainly reaſonable to expeR, that the Emperor 
would have us'd his Authority to cauſe the E- 
lector Palatine to redreſs the Grievances of his 
Proteſtant Subjects, before he exhorted the King 
of Pruſſia to reſtore that Convent; but he did

the Imperial Miniſters were rather inclined to 
connive at the Grievances complain'd of by the 
Subjects of that Elector, and of other Princes of 
the Empire of his Communion, than to redreſs 
them: At leaſt, it was written from Vienna the 
third Inſtant, that they appear'd more incens'd 
againſt the Powers who made uſe of wo. 107-0 
than againſt the Prince who was plainly the Ag- 

eſſor, and therefore the Author of all theſe 
Miſeries, However, the Popiſh Chapels in the 
Seven Provinces, wherein at preſent the Roma- 
niſts enjoy the free Exerciſe of their Religion, 

were immediately fhut ap, purſuant to Deir 
High Mightineſſes Reſolution, as ſoon as the 
fix d Term of Three Months was expired, if the 


Reformed Palatizes did not, in the mean while,

In the mean Time, a new Af 
front was offer'd to the Miniſter of the States 
General, in the Perſon of one of his Menial Ser- 
vants, who meeting with the Hoſſ in the Streets, 
and endeavouring to retire, was purſued by a 
Soldier, and Two Scholars of the Jeſuits, who 
beat him unmercifully. Upon Baron S ina's 
Complaint, ſome Perſons were taken up, but 
having made it appear that they were not con- 
cern'd in that Affair, they were immediately re- 
leaſed. Not many Days after, one of the Two 
Scholars, being ſeized in a neighbouring Village, 
was alſo ſet at Liberty, through the Connivance 
of the Electoral Court.
